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We,  the  members  of  the  Yearbook  staff,  are  proud  to 
present  the  first  issue  of  THE  KEYS.  We  have  worked  long 
and  hard,  hoping  to  begin  a  tradition  which  will  become  a 
part  of  the  heritage  of  Liberty  Hall  School. 

The  honor  of  naming  our  Yearbook  goes  to  Robert  H. 
Snodgrass,  III  and  William  Bryan  McKee,  II.  The  name, 
THE  KEYS,  originates  from  the  founder  of  Liberty  Hall 
School,  the  Reverend  James  Keys. 
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To  show  our  appreciation  to  one  wno  is  largely 
responsible  for  Liberty  Hall  School  as  it  is  at  the  present; 
for  his  willingness  to  help  the  school  in  any  worthwhile 
thing  we  strive  to  do;  and  for  the  many  years  he  spent  as 
principal  and  even  after  his  retirement  in  working  toward 
making  Liberty  Hall  a  better  place  and  the  students 
throughout  the  years  better  citizens,  the  Annual  Staff  of 
1960  proudly  dedicates  the  first  issue  of  The  Keys  to 
PROFESSOR  ROBERT  H.  SNODGRASS. 
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We,  the  annual  staff  of  1960,  feel  that  the  first  Year¬ 
book  of  Liberty  Hall  should  be  in  memory  of  the  late  MR. 
CHARLES  BROWN  SNODGRASS,  principal  of  this  school 
from  September  1942  to  May  1958.  His  qualities  of 
friendliness,  loyalty  and  devotion  won  a  place  of  high 
respect,  deep  admiration,  and  warm  affection  among  both 
the  students  and  teachers.  With  fondest  memories,  we 
place  this  annual  as  an  everlasting  memorial  to  Mr.  Charles 
Brown  Snodgrass. 
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HISTORY  OF  LIBERTY  HALL  SCHOOL 

Liberty  Hall  High  School,  formerly  known  as  Liberty  Hall  Academy,  was  founded  in  1866,  ninety  - 
four  years  ago  to  date,  1960.  Its  founder  was  Rev.  James  Keys,  who  had  taught  successfully  for  many 
years  in  Johnson  County  Tennessee  and  was,  according  to  the  record,  driven  out  by  the  war.  It  was  a 
commodius  brick  building,  built  at  Mr.  Keys  own  expense.  He,  as  principal,  assisted  by  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  T.  W.  Hughes,  had  charge  until  1878.  His  patronage  exceeded  that  of  any  other  school  in  the 
county  except  Emory.  In  the  above  year  mentioned,  Mr.  Keys  retired  because  of  age  and  infirmity. 

The  property  was  purchased  by  a  board  of  gentlemen  of  the  Presbyterian  church.  This  purchase  was 
made  in  1878.  The  object  of  this  purchase  was  to  continue  the  school,  and  to  this  end  they  signed  and 
placed  an  agreement  on  record,  that  the  property  should  be  used  for  school  purposes  forever.  While 
Liberty  Hall  in  its  early  stage  as  a  private  school,  termed  academy,  was  nominally  Presbyterian,  having 
been  purchased  by  Presbyterian,  it  was  never  denominational. 

The  first  principal  after  the  purchase  was  Professor  T.  W.  Hughes.  He  continued  in  charge  seven 
years,  and  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Mr.  McClure  who  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  second  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  that  the  only  student  of  Professor  T.  W.  Hughes  surviving,  so  far  as  is  known, 
is  the  honorable  J.  Watt  Gray,  who  proudly  wears  a  gold  medal,  which  he  won  in  a  speaking  contest 
while  a  student  under  Professor  T.  W.  Hughes. 

As  history  goes  Rev.  McClure  was  succeeded  by  a  number  of  gentlemen  whose  names  are  not  given. 
They  each  remained  for  a  brief  period. 

At  this  stage  of  the  history  of  the  school  it  is  worthy  to  state  that  the  school  board  met  the  20th  day 
of  February,  1871  at  Friendship.  At  this  meeting  the  board  requested  Professor  James  Keys  to  secure  an 
assistant,  whose  duties  were  to  teach  the  lower  grades  in  his  school  for  a  period  of  five  months.  The 
board  agreed  to  pay  for  this  service  one  hundred  dollars  out  of  the  state  funds,  provided  state  funds  would 
be  sufficient  to  justify  this  amount,  and  if  state  funds  should  fall  below  the  state  estimate  this  salary 
would  be  reduced,  proportionally.  From  the  records,  this  arrangement  (tuition  bases  for  high  school 
pupils  and  state  funds  for  the  lower  grades)  appears  to  have  continued  for  some  time. 

In  the  year  1891  Professor  W.  J.  Edmondson  became  principal  and  continued  in  charge  six  years.  In 
1897  he  resigned  and  became  county  superintendent  of  the  public  school  system.  The  character  of  the 
school  under  his  supervision  was  fully  sustained  and  patronage  very  large.  Mr.  Edmondson  served  as 
superintendent  of  schools  in  Washington  County  thirty-five  years.  Mainly  it  was  through  his  efforts  that 
the  various  high  schools  throughout  the  county  came  into  being.  It  appears  to  be  a  fitting  tribute  to  his 
long  service  in  the  school  system  of  the  county  that  his  son  S.  R.  Edmondson  (Sam  Bob)  has  served  six¬ 
teen  years  as  teacher  and  coach  in  the  Liberty  Hall  High  School.  Sam  Bob  is  still  serving  in  this  capac¬ 
ity  and  is  a  highly  esteemed  teacher,  respected  and  admired  by  all.  Professor  W.  J.  Edmondson's  suc¬ 
cessor  was  Professor  W.  G.  Edmondson,  who  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  to  become  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Loudoun  County,  Virginia.  He  was  succeeded  by  Professor  S.  G.  Edmondson.  A  number  of 
principals  succeeded,  who  served  for  a  brief  period  each,  namely,  Professor  Bedinger,  Rev.  Allen  Jones, 
Professor  Ford,  Professor  Ruffin,  and  Professor  L.  C.  Reed. 

In  the  year  of  1913,  following  these  gentlemen,  Professor  R.  H.  Snodgrass  was  elected  principal.  He 
taught  two  and  one-half  years  in  the  original  old  building  erected  by  Rev.  Keys.  In  January  1915  the 
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school  in  the  old  building  was  discontinued  and  was  moved  to  the  present  site.  It  was  a  new  brick  build¬ 
ing  situated  on  the  hill  near  the  Rock  Spring  church  and  was  operated  by  the  county  public  school 
system. 

Concerning  the  erection  of  the  new  building  it  is  worthy  to  state  that  a  large  part  of  the  cost  was 
secured  by  private  subscription --secured  through  the  loyalty,  generosity,  and  liberality  of  the  citizens 
and  patrons  of  the  community.  It  was  a  three -story  brick  building  consisting  of  six  class  rooms,  an 
auditorium,  and  full  basement.  Today  said  building  has  been  added  to  and  modernized  until  it  stands 
out  as  a  greatly  appreciated  asset  to  the  community. 

After  22  years  of  service  as  principal  in  the  old  and  new  building,  Professor  R.  H.  Snodgrass  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Professor  W.  N.  McFarlane,  who  resigned  after  eight  years  of  service.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Charles  B.  Snodgrass,  who  died  in  1958  after  having  served  as  principal  for  sixteen  years.  He  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  Professor  Aubrey  E.  Brown,  who  holds  the  principalship  to  date,  1960. 

Liberty  Hall  has  been  a  school  for  a  long  period  of  time.  Its  patronage  has  been  large.  Its  instruct¬ 
ors  have  been  of  first  class  attainment.  Its  standard  has  always  been  high,  and  no  similar  institution  in 
Southwest  Virginia  has  fitted  more  young  men  and  women,  than  Liberty  Hall,  for  various  walks  of  life. 


The  Annual  Staff  is  greatly  indebted  to  Professor  R.  H.  Snodgrass  who 
so  kindly  gave  of  his  time  and  effort  in  compiling  this  history  of  our 
school.
